The New Year Story 


Herr Hitler got out a special New Year 
proclamation to tell his seemingly doubt- 
ful subjects that “Jewish reactionary 
war-mongers” are to blame because re- 
sistance is being offered to his benevolent 
attempt to make the world happy by 
abolishing the democracies and bringing 
their benighted peoples under his en- 
lightened rule. 

The document is interesting as show- 
ing that the Fuehrer can’t forget the 
Jews; any more than Macbeth could for- 
get the bloodstains. It may be that to his 
disordered intellect there come gleams of 
moral responsibility and something akin 
to remorse for the persecution he has in- 
spired and ordered against people of that 
race. And maybe they are on his mind 
because hatred is a passion that calis for 
appeasement by the infliction of more 
wrongs upon its victims. 

One thing must have occurred to 
many German listeners and readers as 
they heard and read this peculiar New 
Year “message”. Those who make war 
usually have something to gain by it. 
What has Germany in the way of “booty” 
that could compensate the Allied coun- 
tries for what the war is cesting them? 
Are the “Jewish reactionary war-mong- 
ers” paying the bills, or going to pay the 
war debts? 

No doubt to propaganda-fed Nazi 
youth this explanation of the war will 
seem an inspired utterance. The German 
who is old enough to think and has had 
some experience of life must wish Adolf

it reached them at last. 

For the reason that—one way or an- 
other—it had to reach them before the 
debris of the collapsed borrowing boom 
could be cleared away and a basis es- 
tablished for doing business on a new 
scale and new terms.

Anyway, the letter speaks for it- 
self and stands or falls on its own merits. Its 
author would be the first to admit that it does 
not obtain any spurious sanction from the pres- 
tige or distinction of its sender. Comment on 
some of the points raised by this letter will be 
made on Saturday. 

“As I travel across this country,” he writes, 
“I see so many places that can be developed so 
that more wealth could be produced, but we 
have got to have a greater return of the old 
pioneer spirit, and this spirit should permeate 
our great so-called financial institutions. 

“It often seems to me that the great majority 
of our executives today want too quick a return. 
They want to get into something that can be 
counted on to produce dollars and cents quickly; 
in other words, to use the financial phrase, ‘they 
want to keep liquid.’ When sums of money were 
loaned to the west by eastern executives, was 
the primary object really to build up the west, 
or was the eagle eye and the grasping hand more 
interested in what the Bible calls ‘usury’? It 
seems to me that this last factor had something 
to do with it, otherwise interest rates would 
have been a great deal lower over a past number 
of decades. 

“T was in a town a few days ago where a man 
has changed the whole complexion of the com- 
munity by developing the natural resources 
there that have been lying dormant since the 
days of the Indians. This man’s object.was to do 
something for his native town and his corner of 
the province, He took what was left over and 
is now very well off. His particular community 
is not endowed with natural resources a bit more 
than many thousands of places in Canada, but 
he started with the right objective. If his busi- 
ness ever got into the hands of some of the debt 
dealers I am afraid it would be good-bye, for 
they would start right off making money on 
paper instead of digging it out of the land. To 
me there is no such thing as easy money. All 
wealth has to be dug from the land, sea or forest.

Our failure to invoke the Neutrality Act, 
through a transparent sophistry that fools no- 
body, is heartily applauded by the whole Ameri- 
can people, At least, then, let us be forthright in 
our hypocrisy. So long as the law's application 
is withheld in this case there is nothing whatever 
to prevent us from supplying the Finns with 
guns, munitions and planes. These, at the mo- 
ment, constitute not only the best guarantee for 
the safety of our loan but also of a successful 
Stand against the invasion, 


And the latter is what we really want to see,
